While most of tho patients at Fort 
Des Moines now are from home camps

querade, frrn which, after years of 
terror, his own thumbs finally drove 


him. 
Friends who believe that the ex­ 
traordinary 
circumstances 
justify 
them in seeking a pardon for him 
related how, after 
his first 
mys- 
tt rious disappearance, he lived long 


in obscurity, hiding in empty bar­ 
racks, under an alias and behind a 
mask of assumed stupidity which hi3 
natural military talent ultimately be­ 


trayed against his will. 
One of the chief reasons advanced 
by his friends for their intercession 


is the fact Lieutenant Walker ovcr- 
staye dhis leave in order to 
go to 
Washington to clear himself of an old 
charge of desertion from the navy. 
Under 
the name 
of Walker 
he 
-erved on the Mexican 
border 
in 
1916. but lie is in reality Fred Gott- 
schalk. a former petty officer in the 
navy who mysteriously disappeared 


years ago and was classed as a de­ 


serter. 
After years of brooding over this 


offense Gottschalk who then took the 
name of Walker, joined the army. As 
a lieutenant he left Camp Lewis for 
Washington, where he confess d him­ 


self a naval deserter and received a 
pardon, along with a letter from Sec- 


ertary of War Daniels. 
He returned to Los Angeles short 
of funds and it was while his friends
